ADMINISTRATION 


Kept busy meeting the constantly growing needs of the school 
district, the administration took its biggest step by completing 
plans for several new school buildings, including a new senior 
high school. Construction on the high school, which will be 
located at Holmes Corner, was slated to begin in the fall of 
1956. Full occupation is predicted for 1957. 


Perhaps the best news for the administration came during Janu- 
ary, when the state announced it would furnish 85 per cent of 
the funds necessary for construction of the new schools. For the 
unbelievably low sum of $280, the district received a second 
bonanza—the purchase of a ten-acre site at Perrinville for a 
proposed elementary school. 


During the year, the growth in the high school's enrollment 
posed its own problems. Mr. Hall and the faculty worked con- 
stantly with the students to maintain the small-school friendli- 
ness for which Edmonds has been long-famous. One of their 
major efforts along this line was the orientation program for the 
entering sophomore class, designed to acquaint the newcomers 
with the activities and traditions of Edmonds High School.
